an intelligence-led 
attempt to snare 
violent, gun-toting 
gangsters in north 
east London. 

The operation saw 
Enfield Council lease 
business premises in 
Fore Street, Angel 
Edmonton, to the 
police. The shop was 
staffed with under¬ 
cover police officers and traded for almost a 
year. A police spokesman said it opened in 
an area “where intelligence indicated gang 
activity and associated criminality”. 

A number of gun parts and ammunition 
were found at the suspected factory in 
Haringey although officers have refused to 
be drawn on any more details and say 
searches are ongoing. 

Knives, swords, air rifles and a samurai 
sword, as well as more than a kilo of Class A 
drugs and bundles of cash, were also discov-

A “MASSIVE and colourful” day of 
campaigning will take place tomorrow 
in protest at cuts threatening to devas¬ 
tate The Whittington Hospital. 

The day of action has been planned to 
keep up pressure on the NHS executives 
behind a planned cost-cutting review 
of health services in north London, as 
well as politicians eager to snare votes 
in the run-up to the general election. 

The Whittington’s A&E department 
is earmarked to be either closed or 
scaled back to a 16-hour service under 
four of seven options drafted by execu¬ 
tives at NHS London. But NHS Lon¬ 
don says the process is still at an early 
stage and has promised full consulta¬ 
tion with residents. 

There will be several demonstrations 
outside surgeries and churches in the 
Archway area, with many planning to 
wear symbolic bandages or dress up as 
cats in homage to The Whittington’s 
black cat logo. A rally outside the hos¬ 
pital at noon will include the launch of 
200 balloons. 

Shirley Franklin, joint chairwoman 
of the Defend The Whittington Hospi¬ 
tal Coalition, told the Advertiser she 
wanted to “up the ante”. 

She said: “This is to keep up the 
pressure and make sure people know 
we do not want our hospital reduced to 
nothing. We want to tell the NHS exec¬ 
utives that we will not go away and 
also want to force politicians into guar¬ 
antees on The Whittington’s future.” 

The coalition masterminded a hugely 
successful demonstration on February 
27 where about 5,000 concerned resi¬ 
dents, from parents with pushchairs to 
centenarians with walking sticks, 
marched along Holloway Road in 
protest at the proposed cuts. 




Shadow health secretary Andrew 
Lansley, who has pledged to stop the 
review if the Conservatives are elected, 
is among the speakers on the day. 

Ms Franklin urged anyone free 
tomorrow to support them. “This is an 
opportunity to remind North Central 
London NHS that this is our hospital, 
not theirs, and to show our support 
for the workers and patients of The 
Whittington,” she said. “Please 
come along if you can.”

Stepfather of 
Baby P denied 
rape appeal 

ONE of the evil trio responsible 
for the death of Baby Peter 
in Tottenham has been denied the 
chance to appeal against a rape 
conviction at the Supreme Court. 

Steven Barker was jailed for life 
and ordered to spend at least ten 
years behind bars for raping a 
two-year-old girl. The 33-year-old 
had his challenge against the 
conviction rejected by the Court 
of Appeal in January and last 
Tuesday also lost a bid to take it 
to the Supreme Court. 

Lord Chief Justice Lord Judge 
said the case did not raise any 
“point of law of general public 
importance”. He added : “That, 
therefore, is the end of the 
matter,” according to the BBC. 

Barker had claimed he did not 
receive a fair trial and claimed his 
rape conviction was unsound. 

He had been jailed for 12 years 
for causing or allowing the death 
of 17-month-old Peter Connelly in 
2007. The toddler died at the 
hands of his mother Tracey 
Connelly, Barker and their lodger 
Jason Owen, from Bromley.

Car salesman describes facing up to masked gunmen

A CAR salesman who faced two 
masked thugs who stormed his busi¬ 
ness in Seven Sisters brandishing guns 
and demanding money has described 
his ordeal. 

Turgut Husseyin, who runs SS Cars 
in Stamford Road, was threatened by 
two men who approached his used- 
car sales lot at about 4.30pm last 
Wednesday and ordered him to hand 
over his takings. 

The terrified 48-year-old, who lives 
in Edmonton and has three grown-up 
children, saw the men wearing bala¬ 
clavas approach and initially thought 
it was “some kind of joke”. But in the 
scuffle that followed, Mr Husseyin’s 
hand was so badly cut that he had to 
undergo emergency surgery at the 
Royal Free Hospital this week to 
repair damage to the nerves on one of 
his fingers. 

He told the Advertiser: “They came 
up as I was serving someone and 
demanded money, to which I replied 
that I didn’t have any. 

“Both of them had a greyish gun 
and one pointed it at my belly. As I 
was holding the gun back I cut my 
hand on something, I’m not sure if 
it was a knife, and when I pulled it 


I don’t know if I can. I’m sitting 
in my office and I’m scared 
someone is going to walk 
through the door.” 

Though the masked 
gunmen eventually 
fled empty-handed 
down Stamford Road, 
away from Broad 
Lane, police have 
appeared for anyone 
with information 
to come forward.

back, I realised I had a cut. It was a 
nice sunny day and they just walked 
away down the main road, so I thought 
at first it was some kind of joke. But it 
was terrible.” 

Mr Husseyin is now contemplating 
shutting up the business he has built 
up over seven years and said his 
family want him to close up shop, 
fearing for his safety. 

He added: “I’m scared at work. I 
haven’t opened up for four days 
because I keep thinking they’re going 
to come back. My hand was cut all 
along three fingers and the middle one 
was hanging off. It is so painful. 

“The doctors told me it could have 
been much worse - I’ve just got to 
wait for it to heal now which will 
take months. 

“My family want me to give it up 
but, with family and bills to pay,

As the general election looms large, LUCY PURDY asks the hopefuls about their promises 



AFTER living in Tottenham 
for 20 years, Lib Dem David 
Schmitz hopes to be victorious 
in a “straight fight between us 
and Labour”. 

Mr Schmitz, 61, became 
involved in politics eight years 
ago when he found himself 
living next door to a crack den 
and frustrated at the council’s 
failure to close it. 

He has used his background 
as a barrister to help resi¬ 
dents, representing the Chest¬ 
nuts Community Centre for 
free and helping the Ward’s 
Corner Community Coalition 
defend the Latin American 


market at Seven Sisters, 

Mr Schmitz is also standing 
to be a Harringay councillor. 
He said: “David Lammy has 
taken the constituency and its 
people for granted. 

“I’ll open our office in the 
constituency. I’m categorically 
not interested in a ministerial 
career but in serving the 
people, not being a local sales 
representative for my party.” 

Tax reforms including 
“closing loopholes” for the 
very rich and the phased 
abolition of university tuition 
fees will also be high on his 
agenda if elected. 


GREEN Party candidate 
Anne Gray hopes to win 
votes to further the cause 
of her party rather than 
for personal ambition. 

The 65-year-old wants to 
keep the NHS public, see 
people who earn more than 
£100,000 a year heavily 
taxed, the state pension 
increased to £170 a week 
and the introduction of 
free school meals for all. 

Ms Gray, who has lived 
in the West Green ward 
since the 1980s, said: 
“Climate change is a threat 
to humanity and we need 


to act on it fast. It is the 
most vulnerable people in 
the world whose homes are 
flooded by rising seas. 

“People are fed up with 
Labour. They’ve privatised 
more, such as the NHS, the 
London Underground and 
council functions such as 
refuse collection, which is 
putting taxpayers’ money 
into shareholders’ pockets. 

“We’d encourage more 
use of public transport and 
create 16m sustainable 
jobs. I’d like to restore Lee 
Valley manufacturing as in 
its 1950s heyday.” 



EX-HARINGEY mayor Sheik Thompson 
is standing as an independent candidate 
in Tottenham, promising a “fairer and 
transparent” 
administration. 

Mr Thomspon, 
who resigned from 
the Labour Party this 
year after claiming 
colleagues “ignore 
residents’ issues”, has 
lived in Tottenham Hale 
for more than 20 years and 
campaigned on a number 
of issues. He represented 
local groups on subjects 
such as sheltered 
housing and opposed 



building on Down Lane Recreation 
Park. Mr Thompson is chairman 
of Chestnut Area Residents’ 
Association and has helped 
support ethnic minority 
churches in the area. 

He said: “Being an 
independent gives me the 
power to be a true voice for 
underprivileged groups. 
I’ve represented 
disadvantaged groups 
and will be a fair voice 
to represent the 
diverse people in 
X Haringey. I don’t just 
make promises, but 
I hB get things done.” 


DAVID Lammy has repre¬ 
sented Tottenham in parlia¬ 
ment since 2000 when he was 
elected following the death of 
Bernie Grant. He is also the 
minister for higher education. 

He told the Advertiser he 
hopes residents will vote him 
back in not only for his record 
but also his vision for the 
future. Mr Lammy said: “I 
want to remind people of the 
improvements we’ve seen 
under Labour which happened 
due to decisions by the Labour 
government but also decisions 
I’ve been pushing hard for. 

“Housing estates across the 


borough have benefited from 
£176million under the Decent 
Homes Standard and schools 
are seeing massive improve¬ 
ment: from 20 per cent of kids 
getting five A-C grades to 50 
per cent because we have the 
right teachers. We have to sup¬ 
port young adults to stand up 
to knife crime which I’ve been 
closely involved in. 

“Tottenham needs someone 
strong who understands the 
area but who is also comfort¬ 
able in the corridors of power. 

“I believe I’m the best man 
for the job in what will be a 
very difficult next five years.” 




INDEPENDENT candidate Neville Watston pledges to return 
Tottenham’s vacant buildings to use and help motivate the area’s 
young people if elected. 

The 53-year-old lives in Rosyln Road and has been a Tottenham 
resident for 26 years, bringing up his three children, aged between 
13 and 27, in the area. He is standing as an independent because he 
believes people should vote for an MP, “not an ideology”. 

He told the Advertiser: “Urban regeneration is very 
important to me. By bringing back to use disused 
buildings which are idle and vacant, we could use 
them as small units for creative young people. There 
are so many young people with lots to offer but they 
can’t afford rents and start-up costs. 

“I believe very much in a bottom-up philosophy 
- getting things right on a local level first.” 

Mr Watson previously worked as a manager at 
Haringey Borough Football Club and helped 
organise Peace Week for Haringey Peace Alliance. 



TORY candidate Sean Sulli¬ 
van promises to “stand up for 
the people of Tottenham” if 
he is elected. 

The 29-year-old believes he 
is a better candidate than 
Labour’s David Lammy and 
believes the economy and 
crime are at the crux of this 
year’s election. 

He said: “I think that David 
Lammy simply hasn’t served 
the people of Tottenham - he 
has been more interested in 
his ministerial career. Totten¬ 
ham really needs someone to 
stand up for it. We have to get 
rid of this economic deficit 


which is going to have a huge 
effect on Tottenham: more 
people out of work, small 
businesses going under and 
mortgage rates high. 

“When I’ve been knocking 
on people’s doors we always 
get the same stories - they 
don’t feel safe on their 
doorsteps. They don’t care 
what statistics politicians tell 
them. It also amazes me that 
after all of this time we have 
police officers making an 
arrest and having to do six 
hours of paperwork. We 
would put more officers on 
the streets of Tottenham.” 


YOUTH worker Winston 
McKenzie is standing as 
a candidate for the UK

pledging to make Tottenham

Victorian 
morals in

A CONTROVERSIAL 800-page 
novel that caused a stir in Victorian 
society has been boiled down to a 
two-hour play. 

George Eliot’s last novel, Daniel 
Deronda, written in 1876, is 
described by playwright John 
Cooper as a “darker Pride And 
Prejudice”, which shocked with a 
storyline representing Jewish cul¬ 
ture in a positive light. 

“This was written at a time when 
you couldn’t vote if you were Jew¬ 
ish,” explained John. “Eliot really 
was 100 years ahead of her time.” 

This issue is unlikely to get 
tongues wagging in today’s soci¬ 
ety, so why has the decision been 
made to adapt it and how will an 
audience of today respond to it? 

“I think the audience will relate to 
the character of Gwendolen 
because she has an emotional and 
moral development. She marries

THE stars shine brightly in the cin¬ 
ematic sky before a cloud of narra¬ 
tive trash makes it impossible for 
this film to fly. 

For the first ten minutes there 
were five glorious stars. A tense, 
intriguing opening involves two men 
meticulously preparing a room and 
a white van for what will surely 
prove to be unsavoury purposes. 
Only one word is spoken until a 
young woman is bundled into the 
back of the van and taken to their 
fortified flat in the middle of God- 
knows-where. 

In the next 20 minutes we lost one 
star but were still gripped as the 
woman is stripped, gagged and tied 
to the bed in brutally realistic fash¬ 
ion; her pictures taken and emailed 
to her father with demands for a 
£2million ransom. We learn little, 
only that this is Alice Creed, the 
older kidnapper is Vic and the 
younger one, Danny, and the duo 
met in prison where they hatched 
this desperate plan. There are hints 
Vic is more driven and more violent 
than Danny but little is given away. 

But then, 30 minutes in, a whop¬ 
per of a plot twist is revealed that 
instantly snuffs out two more stars 
by being so unbelievable, ridiculous, 
and out of context with the taut 
opening that it crucially loses our 
trust for the remaining two thirds. 

The writer/director - in his feature 


film debut - cannot sustain the ini¬ 
tial promise, leading us down the 
well-trod path of conventional 
thrillers and more plot twists to turn 
the narrative into a stomach-churn¬ 
ing helter skelter. 

What’s more original is the 
dynamic minimalism of just three 
characters for the entire film; enact¬ 
ing power struggles in one claus¬ 
trophobic setting over a set period 


to suggest producing this as a play 
might have worked better - though 
we’re still left with a sub-Pinteresque 
script in dire need of a surgeon. 

Gemma Arterton gamely accepts 
a variety of humiliations and acts 
suitably distressed while the men 
offer intense performances to 
maintain those twin stars in the 
darkening sky.

HARRY REDKNAPP believes 
the thrilling race for the final 
Champions League spot will 
go down to the wire following 
Tottenham’s 3-1 defeat at the 
hands of Manchester United 
on Saturday. 

Spurs headed into the week¬ 
end occupying the all-impor¬ 
tant fourth place following two 
superb home victories over 
Arsenal and Chelsea, but they 
were unable to make it three 
out of three at Old Trafford as 
two Ryan Giggs penalties and 
a delightful chip by Nani gave 
the defending champions all 
three points. 

Redknapp’s side remain in 
fourth, although they are only 
ahead of Aston Villa on goal 
difference following their late 
win over city rivals Birming¬ 
ham on Sunday, while Man¬ 
chester City are a point further 
back after a goalless draw at 
Arsenal. 

Liverpool in seventh are just 
two points off fourth, and the 
Spurs manager is expecting a 
tense finale to the season.

“We had an opportunity to 
come and get something, but 
we didn’t play as well as we 
had done in the last two 
games,” he added.

to come away from here with a 
point, but we gave two sloppy 
penalties away from poor 
defending and the other goal 
we let Nani run and didn’t 
defend well enough, and it cost 
us in the end.”
